Timely Tidbits ... 
$17,000 Bonus Offered 


The Air Force is offering a 
bonus for people enlisting in se- 
lect career fields and reporting for 
active duty between now and Jan- 
uary 31. This bonus is in addition 
to any standard enlistment bonus 
currently offered for those fields. 

Six-year enlistment bonuses 
for the Combat Control and Para- 
rescue career fields, currently at 
$12,000, willalso include a $5,000 
"kicker."

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Romak Vows Civil Disobedience in EDS Fight

Angered by a Michigan Department 
of Environmental Quality (DEQ) deci- 
sion to issue Environmental Disposal 
Systems (EDS) a draft permit for a 
hazardous-waste treatment, storage, 
and disposal facility in Romulus, City 
Councilwoman Debbie Romak has 
vowed to resort to civil disobedience in 
order to stop the project. 

"It is my intent to continue the good 
fight by not allowing one ounce of haz- 
ardous waste to be injected or transport- 
ed on our roads," Romak told an audi- 
ence of 500 attending what may prove 
to have been the DEQ's final public 
hearing on the issue. "I'm not a violent 
person, but | believe that every citizen 
has the right for civil disobedience. 

“The system has failed us tremen- 
dously, leaving.us no other choice buta 
call for civil disobedience," she contin- 
not defeated. ...Wehave © 
and the will to continue. 
Our voices will only become louder and 
clearer, and we willbe heard eventually.” 

- The public hearing — held January 
17 at Romulus High School — began 
with a presentation by Steve Sliver, 
permit writer for the DEQ's Waste Man- 
agement Division. The presentation in- 
cluded a summary of the permit review 
process to date, as well as an explana- 
tion of the DEQ's rationale for issuing 
the draft permit despite an earlier Site 
Review Board (SRB) split-vote (5—3) 
recommendation for denial. 

Sliver told the audience that his 
department's first job, on receiving the 
EDS permit application, was to deter- 
mine that the proposal met all technical 
requirements for the design and opera- 
tion of a hazardous-waste facility, as 
identified by law. The department also 
verified and coordinated the review of 
all other necessary environmental per- 
mits, and examined the applicant's dis- 
closure statement to verify that all re- 
lated businesses were identified and 
that there was no history of revoked 
permits, criminal convictions, or public- 
funded cleanups. 

Regarding the SRB recommenda- 
tion, Sliver explained the DEQ's view 
that the Board's findings did not provide 
a defensible basis for denial, since: 

* appropriate local requirements can 
be integrated into a permit, and 

* the potentially adverse effects that 
were identified can be mitigated by 
further special permit conditions. 







In all, Sliver listed nine areas of 
concern that were identified during the 
SRB process, as well as the permit 
conditions that the DEQ has estab- 
lished to mitigate them. Among the re- 
quirements established are: 

e installation of alooped water supply, 

e limitations on truck traffic and routes, 

* provisions for an alternative access 
road, and 

* compliance with local requirements 
for the facility's site plan, fire hy- 
drants, entrance-road improve- 
ments, etc., insofar as they do not 
alter the approved plans and speci- 
fications or prohibit construction of 
the facility. 

Yet, despite the DEQ's repeated 
references to concerns that were iden- 
tified and addressed due to public and/ 
or SRB input, most of the citizens who 
attended the public meeting seemed to 


_ feel that the DEQ has made a mockery 


of the public-participation process. 

“Whathurts mostis thatthe citizens 
of Romulus have been attending these 
meetings consistently, and yet their 
opinions have not been considered," 
said Romulus City Councilman Michael 
Prybyla. Referring to an outburst of an- 
gry public comments that had disrupted 
the DEQ's presentation earlier that 
evening, he added, "I feel thatthe people 
are frustrated and they can't get their 
point across, or they feel that you are 
not accepting their views." 

Some speakers went so far as to 
accuse DEQ Director Russell Harding 
of totally and deliberately disregarding 
the public's concerns. 

"According to the News-Herald(De- 
cember 13, 2000), the decision to issue 
the permit was based on available sci- 
entific information . . . not on emotion," 
said Romak. "Bull! Harding's intent was 
to issue [the permit] all along. 

"Two years ago, in an executive 
session with elected officials, Harding 
disclosed he would issue [the permit] no 
matter what the Site Review Board rec- 
ommended," she continued. "I will tes- 
tify to that — and possibly suffer the 
consequences for breaching my conti- 
dentiality. Public health and safety Is at 
risk. The people who willbe affected the 
most deserve to know what type of man 
Russ Harding really is." 

But DEQ spokesperson Ken Silfven 
denies that Harding or any other DEQ 
Staff member treated the EDS applica- 
tion like a "done deal."

"| think that Mr. Harding's state- 
ments are being taken a bit out of con- 
text," said Silfven, who went on to ex- 
plain that Harding was trying to tell the 
Officials that the DEQ would have no 
other choice than to issue the permit 
unless the SRB turned up compelling 
reasons to deny it. Silfven added that 
the department's own extensive inves- 
tigation, conducted by qualified techni- 
cal staff, has yet to identify a defensible 
reason for denial. 

Security Measures Maintain Safety 

Due to reported death threats re- 
ceived by DEQ officials from one or 
more anti-well extremists, a total of 15 
police officers were on the High School 
premises the night of the public hearing. 

"Besides the five State Police offic- 
ers who were there to protect the DEQ 
officials, there were two supervisors 
and eight officers from the Romulus 
Police Department on hand to maintain 
general order," said RPD Lieutenant 
James Rafalski. Other measures taken 
to insure public safety included requir- 
ing all attendees to pass through a 
metal detector before entering the High 
School auditorium. 

Rafalski stated that, overall, he was 
“impressed with the citizens’ behavior” 
at the meeting, adding his belief that it 
was “exceptionally orderly" given the 
emotionally charged atmosphere. The 
fact that no serious disturbance broke 
out, despite a few vocal outbursts from 
the public, he attributed, in part, to the

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Mayor Oakley Delivers Annual 
"State of the City” Address 


On January 11, Romulus Mayor 
William M. Oakley took advantage of 
his monthly Mayor's .Chair cable pro- 
gram to broadcast his annual "State of 
the City" address. Beginning his pre- 
sentation with a video clip from a Chan- 
nel 7 news report that stated, "Romulus 
is on the verge of becoming one of 
Wayne County's new boom-towns," 
Oakley quickly established his theme of 
Romulus as a city on the grow. Among 
the “facts and figures" cited: 
¢ Investment in Romulus has in- 

creased 700%.since.1995. 

¢ Concomitant with that investment 
has been the creation of 3,000 jobs. 

e In 1997, no other city in Wayne 
County saw a bigger increase in 
property values. 

e The City's population now stands at 
more than 25,000. (This 10% in- 
crease over the population reported 
in the last census puts Romulus 
among Michigan's fastest-growing 
communities.) 

¢ Morethan $32 millionhas been spent 
on the construction of new homes, 
with an additional $20 million spent 
on additions and alterations to exist- 
ing housing. 

¢ More than $154 million has been 
invested in new commercial/indus- 
trial development, with an additional 
$89 million spent on additions and 
alterations to existing structures. 

¢ This pastyear, the City lowered prop- 
erty taxes by nearly three-quarters 
of a mill, resulting in the lowest mill- 
age rate levied in 15 years. 

Other "Points of Pride" 

e Areas of burgeoning residential 
growth include the Huron Valley, 
Gateway, Laurel Park, Farms, and 
Commons developments. 

e Areas of industrial development in- 
clude the Nelms Technology facility 
(located off |-275 near Eureka), which 
has been favorably evaluated in 
several internationally circulated 
publications. 


Areas of future commercial growth 
should include "Vining Park" — an 
80-acre parcel that will probably fea- 
ture office, research, retail, and ho- 
tel development, and that should 
spur further development in the sur- 
rounding area. 

« Recentimprovements/development 
in the City's downtown area have 
included the R.J. Perry Carpentry 
facility, the new Family Pharmacy 
building, and local dentist Rhonda 
Hennessy's new office building. 

°. High-tech. additions to the Romulus 
Police Department's equipment have 
resulted in more efficient communi- 
cation and paperwork procedures — 
which have, in turn, resulted in more 
patrol time for officers. 

e Fire Department improvements in- 
clude the acquisition of a 100-foot 
platform truck for handling high-rise 
fires. 

e Anew Department of Public Works 
building cost the City only $300,000, 
since Wayne County picked up the 
remainder of the $4.5-million tab. 

e Atotalof$2.8 million was invested in 
the resurfacing of approximately 
seven miles of local roads, including 
portions of Arlene Court, Wayne- 
course, Heroux, Neville, Newberry, 
Beverly, Cypress, Craig, Sharon, 
Essex, Porter, Ferndale, Schultz, 
Biddle, and Washington. 

e« The City's Department of Parks and 
Recreation continues to offer quality 
services to local residents, including 
children (who can take part in a 
variety of dance, gymnastic, fitness, 
and craft programs, as well as after- 
school recreation programs) and 
senior citizens (who can take advan- 
tage of programs such as expanded 
lunch services, health-care screen- 
ings, home chore services, free tax- 
preparation services, free legal ad- 
vice, travel and entertainment pro- 
grams, Support groups, and tech- 
nology education classes). O

efforts of State Representative Ray- 
mond Basham. 

“Early inthe meeting, when steadily 
louder comments from the audience 
were starting to disrupt the DEQ's pre- 
sentation, Representative Basham 
stepped forward to urge everyone to 
calm down and listen to the State's 
Officials with the same courtesy that 
they would expect to receive when it 
was their turn to speak," Rafalski said. 
"His comments set the tone for the rest 
of the meeting." 

Opportunities Lost? 
Still, some of the community's more 


moderate residents were disappointed 
in the meeting's general tenor, which 
one woman called “circus-like," citing 
examples such as the funereal prom- 
enade of a casket around the audito- 
rium, aS well as so-called "Academy 
Awards" which RECAP (Romulus Envi- 
ronmentalists Care About People) mem- 
ber R. P. Lilly presented to Sliver ("out- 
standing performance by a writer in a 
comedy series") and Harding ("outstand- 
ing performance by a director in a com- 
edy series"). 

"We pretty much wasted our last 
opportunity to have meaningful input in 
the permitting process," she said. O

The Romulus school district's cele- 
bration of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr.'s 
birthday was a rousing Success.

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: MEAP Testing Begins 


The three-week window established 
for administration of the Michigan Edu- 
cation Assessment Program (MEAP) in 
the Romulus Community Schools be- 
gan January 22. 

“Each year brings about changes In 
the MEAP format, and this year is no 
exception,” said Dick Kruse, district 
spokesperson. "This year, there won't 
be a seventh-grade math test, since it 
will be moved to the eighth grade next 
year, and both seventh- and eighth- 
graders will take a writing test, which 
had previously been given only in the 
eighth grade.” 

This means-that.the overall testing 
— schedule will look like this: 
¢ fourth grade — reading and math; 

* fifth grade — science, social studies, 
and writing; 

¢ seventh grade—reading and writing; 
and 

* eighth grade — science, social stud- 
ies, and writing. 

To prepare students for the exami- 
nations, the district used a special pro- 
gram involving after-school study ses- 
sions and extra instructors. All five ele- 
mentaries — Barth, Cory, Halecreek, 
Merriman, and Wick — conducted 18 to 
20 of these 90-minute after-school ses- 
sions, assigning a teacher, a reteacher 
(who also works with small groups of 


students during the school day), and a 
paraprofessional to each classroom, 
and then dividing students into groups 
of eight or nine for more individualized 
instruction. 

"The 28 district reteachers are prov- 
ing to be an excellent resource that's 
really making a difference in our instruc- 
tional program," said Tom Dolan, Direc- 
tor of Curriculum for the Romulus Com- 
munity Schools. "By working with stu- 
dents who are having trouble mastering 
various concepts, the reteachers pro- 
vide help to both the students and the 
classroom teachers." 

Another resource cited by Dolan is 
the district's 21st Century after-school! 
program, which offers one-on-one tutor- 
ing in reading. Children participating in 
the program receive 45 minutes of assis- 
tance 4 times a week. 

"We have been fortunate to have 
many outstanding college students act 
in the tutoring roles," said Dolan. "Our 
exittests show meaningful student read- 
ing improvement." 

Parents who would like to know 
more about when the MEAP will be 
administered to their child should con- 
tact the child's school, since each has a 
different schedule. |

dents and their parents took advantage 
of a recent Financial Aid Workshop that 
was hosted by University of Michigan 
FinancialAid Director Pamela W. Fowler. 

After comparing the costs of at- 
tending a community college, a four- 
year state university, and a four-year 
private college, Fowler — who is well 
versed inthe intricacies of scholarship 
and financial-aid applications — ex- 
plained that the first step to receiving 
aid is filling out a FAFSA form (an appli- 
cation for Federal Student Aid), which 
determines the amount that a student's 
family is expected to contribute to the 
student's education, as well as the 
amount of aid that may be available 
from other sources. She then gave an 
overview of the various forms of aid that 
are available, including Pell Grants (up 
to $1,625 per year that does not have to 
be paid back), work-study programs, 
and various types of student loans. 

Fowler said research studies dem- 
onstrate that students can handle up to 
$20,000 in loans to help finance their 
education. Such a loan amount, she 
explained, would require the student to

make payments of $275 to $300 per 
month over a 10-year payback period. 
She also stressed that the Federal 
government has earmarked about $68 
billion for various aid programs this year, 
but noted that many people miss out on 
their share of the money because they 
fail to file their applications in a timely 
manner. Michigan students, in particu- 
lar, need to file as soon as possible 
because our state has one of the nation's 
earliest deadlines (mid February) for its 
Michigan Competitive Scholarship. 
Fowler concluded the workshop with 
a reminder that students and their fami- 
lies must give careful consideration to 
the four C's — cars, calls, clothes, and 
credit cards, since these expenses can 
quickly jeopardize acollege experience. 
Principal Dan Hurst and counse- 
lors Make Jackson, Jim Orme, andJohn 
Domas were all in attendance at the 
workshop, where they passed out addi- 
tional literature and made themselves 
available for questions. Each urges 
parents of seniors to contact the High 
School's guidance office (734-941-2170, 
ext. 150) for further information or help 
regarding the application process. J

Carole Bales, executive secretary 
to Romulus Community Schools Su- 
perintendent Joel R. Carr, says that 
ever since the district began to develop 
its version of the famous Fish! em- 
ployee motivation program, a special 
feeling has come over the employees. 

As the program's chief administra- 
tor, Bales — along with her willing assis- 
tants, Robin Omey, Ellen Bragg, Connie 
Knight, Lorraine Wilkerson, and Sheila 
Morgan — continues to give upbeat pre- 
sentations that put everyone in a jovial 
mood. Staff members at Halecreek Ele- 
mentary School were among the most 
recent employees who were given an 
opportunity to "catch the spirit. 

The presentations are always 
founded on the Fish! philosophy’'s four 
major principles: 

e Choose your attitude. (Accept full 
responsibility for all of your choices, 
even your attitude at work. There Is 
always a choice about the way you 
do your work, even if there is not a 
choice about the work itself.) 

e Play. (Funis energizing and leads to 
creativity.

Currently, according to Bales, more 
than 3,000 businesses -— including Sprint 
Global Communications, Nordstrom, 
and Nokia—are using the Fish! program 
and gaining the "feeling of passion" that 
it generates. In fact, many of the com- 
panies have instituted "mood-enhanc- 
ing" policies that involve making a 
person's day with surprise celebrations 
and other special programs. 

Bales says that one key to her 
program's effectiveness is a training- 
session tactic of dividing the employees 
into groups and having each make sug- 
gestions on what they could do to bring 
alive the Fish! program's major tenets. 

"This often leads to lively discus- 
sions which then result in many work- 
place-enhancing ideas," she concluded.
